SEES REVIVAL; 
OF BUILDING IN 
AUGUST RECORD 


More than $103,312,000 .worth of 
buildings are under construction in 
Chicago, reports of a building slump 
and high costs of laber and materials 
notwithstanding. According to John G. 
McHugh, chief building inspector, who 
made public the above figures, the 
building slump is on its last legs and 
will soon make way for a building 
boom that will do much to cut down 
Chicago's dwelling shortage. 

The August report of the building 
department fists the number of build- 
ing permits at 308, an increase of 
twenty over the same month last. 
year and of fifty-five over July. The 
value of the buildings involved is 
$5,521,000 against $4,960,000 for those 
given permits in August 1919. 

Although only eleven permits for 
apartment buildings were issued in 
August, an increase of five over July's 
figure, Mr. McHugh said most of the 
permits are for buildings with from 
eighteen to fifty flats. Few permits 
are being issued for two and three 
flat buildings, he added.
